Frantic Search 
The elder Hoge told authorities he j 
had returned home last night and 
found his wife missing.

In response to 
his father’s question the son said he 
had not seen his step-mother. 
The father went to the home of 
relatives in search of his wife. 
He returned an hour later togeth­ 
er with his relatives. His eldest son 
was not there. Becoming frantic, 
Hoge ran through the house shout­ 
ing the name of his bride. Finally 
he lifted the top of the trunk and 
discovered its grisly contents.

In the name of national recover)’, the present administration

District Governor Levi H. Beeler, 
Grove City, presided over the noon- 
hour session and introduced his 
friend, Dr. Tolley. 
While the Ro­ 
tarians were in session, their ladies 
were dining at the New Castle Field 
club. 
Discusses Rotary. 
Discussing the three points which 
he said Rotary was an adventure in, 
Dr. Tolley first took up the matter 
of service. 
When Rotary was first 
launched it was a “venturesome ex­ 
periment” which was projected into 
a world that assumed that every 
man was sinful and greedy. Rotary, 
when it was commenced, had to as­ 
sume that every man was trust­ 
worthy. 
“The Rotary movement,” declar­ 
ed the young college president, “has 
been a bulwark to the church and 
has changed the character of Ameri­ 
can business.” 
“Today,” he said, “the spirit of 
President Roosevelt’s New Deal is 
simply catching up.” 
At the outset of his message he 
drew’ laughter from the audience 
when he remarked that “I’m won­ 
dering if you think all of these col­ 
lege professors are as critical, as 
visionary and as hair-brained as 
those in Washington.” He told them 
if they did they could point with 
pride to one shining example of the 
other type, Dr. Beeler at Grove City, 
whom, he said, “has served you 
faithful# as an efficient district 
governor.”

Provisions Stricken Out. 
The senate’s provisions banning 
holding-company control and inter­ 
locking directorates were stricken 
out. 
The law of 1872, which pro­ 
hibits companies whose contracts 
are cancelled from obtaining new' 
contracts within five years, was re­ 
pealed. 
Chairman Mead (D) of New York, 
of the house post office committee 
declared “the bill provides a new 
deal for aviation and takes the air 
mail out of politics.”

Then followed a legal question: 
“W hich is the great commandment 
of the law ?” Instead of Jesus 
an­ 
swering by picking out as greatest 
one of their hundreds of command­ 
ments. he selected one that embrac­ 
ed them all. viz: supreme love of 
God 
and to one’s neighbors as to 
self. 
The Leading Question 
After they had exhausted their 
ingenuity in trick questions Jesus 
fired at them the one leading ques­ 
tion. “ W hat think ye of Christ? 
Whose Son is he?” When their an­ 
swer, “ the Son of David” indicated 
only the inadequate view of a hu­ 
man Christ. Jesus referred them to 
David’s own prophesy 
of 
Christ's 
lordship, and showed how he must 
be divine as well as human. David's 
Lord as well as David’s Son. W hat 
do we think of Christ? 
Whose Son 
is he? 
This is still 
the 
leading 
question.

By flat­ 
tery they paved the way for their 
question, hoping to blind Jesus to 
their purposes and catch him no 
matter whether his answer should 
be postive or negative. If he should 
approve

HARRISBRUG,

11— The 
presence of a vast reserve of natural 
gas in northeastern Pennsylvania 
was definitely established in a topo­ 
graphical survey just completed by 
the departm ent of internal affairs. 
Although geological circles m ay 
have been aware of this previously, 
the structural reconnaissance comes 
as a boon to the industry since it 
segregated suitable sites for pros­ 
pecting from an area hitherto drill­ 
ed haphazardously, S. H. Cat heart , 
senior geologist, told International 
News Service. 
This survey takes the game oi 
prospecting out of the pure realm 
of gambling and more or less puts 
it in the field of a speculative in ­ 
vestm ent,” C athcart said. 
C athcart’s survey covered 12,ooo 
square miles of plateau regions, ex­ 
tending from northern Clearfield, 
Elk and M cKean counties to the Del­ 
aware river. 
As a result he deter­ 
m ined about 35 suitable localities for 
prospecting. 
His conviction th at gas can be pro­ 
duced on a m arketable basis in the 
northern tier counties is based on 
the presence of Oriskany sand there. 
This type of sand yields all the gas 
produced in w estern Pennsylvania. 
“The northeastern Pennsylvania 
area is practically a virgin field as 
far as Oriskany sand is concerned, 
C athcart declared. 
However, production of n atural 
gas on a large scale in northeastern 
Pennsylvania will probably be delay­ 
ed for years, C athcart believes. The 
huge expenditure entailed in pros­ 
pecting together w ith the present 
great supply in the western Penn­ 
sylvania fields, will tend to discour­ 
age early attem pts at extensive drill­ 
ing of wells in the new field, he 
said. 
“It is always desirable to find new 
fields in order to insure a reserve 
for this large m arket,” C athcart 
pointed out. "The cost oi m arket- 
ing is trem endous but the problem 
is to continue the supply. 
“How long the present reserves 
will last is problem atical.” 
C athcart 
emphasized 
th a t 
tne 
Oriskany sand is not at present ev­ 
erywhere. This form ation, he said, 
runs east and south of the plateaus 
region in the state and disappears 
in some localities. 
The condition 
of the sand itself is an im portant 
factor which m ust be considered be­ 
fore prospecting attem pts are made. 
“The oil and gas industry, 
he 
said, “is not the ‘gold m ine’ it is 
popularly supposed to be. 
In past 
years, wells were dug haphazardly 
resulting in dry holes and a total 
loss to the driller. 
“Nothing has ever been invented 
to determ ine oil or gas reserves u n ­ 
der ground w ithout digging. 
AU 
wells of today are dug only after 
suitable sites have been located un ­ 
der geological surveys.” ____ 


Fireless Steam 
Locomotive Built 


Will Be Used For Switching 
Cars; Not Practical For 
Long Hauls

ERIE, Pa., May 11 —Resembling 
an overgrown boiler on trolley car 
wheels, a fireless steam locomotive 
has been completed here. 
It doesn’t stop for coaling a t a 
coaling dock, but just pulls up to 
the nearest boiler and takes on a 
load of steam. 
Its principle of operation is old. 
The boiler is merely a reservoir for 
steam , produced by blowing live 
steam, under at least 100 P°unds 
pressure, through the partially fin­ 
ed tank. The engine is fueled, ready 
to go, when all the w ater in the 
heavily-insulated 
boiler has been 
converted into steam .

HARDY TYPES OF PRIVET SUR­ 
VIVE WINTER INJURY 
Peculiar as it may seem to m any 


persons, the privets belong to the 
olive family. Since they 
vary 
in 
hardiness certain types have been 
killed during the recent severe win­ 
ter. In order to play safe, it m ay be 
advisable to obtain plants of a h ard ­ 
ier type. 
It has been found th a t the Ibota 
privet is exceptionally hardy. The 
Ibolium, Amur River, and Common 
privet rank in hardiness in the or­ 
der nam ed. Regil’s privet, used more 
each year for hedge 
purposes, 
is 
hardier th an the California privet. 
O ther varieties of privet, such as 
the evergreen types, are not partic­ 
ularly hardy north of Philadelphia. 
The Ibolium privet is considered one 
of the best substitutes for California 
privet, which 
it 
resembles 
very 
closely. 
Amur River privet attains a height 
of 15 feet, is very hardy, and can 
be used to advantage as a screen or 
foundation planting type for 
tall 
buildings. Flowers are produced in 
clusters. 
Ibota privet is of 
a 
spreading 
habit and bears clusters of small, 
black bloomy fruit in profusion. It 
can be used as a tall hedge either 
natural or pruned as it attains a 
height of 6 to 8 feet at m aturity. 
Regel’s privet is a dw art form of 
Ibota. It is an excellent shrub for 
foundation planting or for 
hedge 
purposes. This type is dw art in habit 
and has 
dense 
branches 
which 
spread in a horizontal fashion. It is 
drought-resistant 
and 
free 
from 
diseases and insects. Berries sim ilar 


to those of the Ibota privet are pro­ 
duced. After this type is planted, it 
does not require the care necessary 
for the more form al types, such as 
the Ibolium privet. For this reason, 
it is suggested for hedges.

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Four Dragons Are 
Being Brought To 
Zoo In New York 


Seeks Congress Seat 


Lawrence T. K. Griswold 
And William H. Hark- 
ness Return From 
Island Of Komodo 


Island In Pacific Is Infested 
With Dragons Of Ancient 
Times; Are Not 
Dangerous 


(International News Service) 
WINNIPEG, Man., May 11.—Far 
away in the South Pacific, 1,100 
miles south of the Philippines, is a 
little island, Komodo, where the 
world has stood still for five million 
vears and where the original fiery 
dragons of Chinese legend have suc­ 
cessfully halted evolution and defied 
extinction. 
Today two bronzed and adventur­ 
ous American scientists, Lawrence 
T. K. Griswold, archaeologist, of 
Quincy, Mass.. and William H. Hark- 
ness, of New York, enthnologist, 
stood among their crated dragons 
and deadly serpents in a railway 
express car here and told of their 
adventures. They brought their dra­ 
gons to Canada aboard the Empress 
of Asia, and are now rushing them 
to the New York zoo. 
That little island, 13 by 28 miles, 
has on it a colony of thirty exiled 
murderers from the Dutch East 
Indies, and 300 dragons, which hunt 
deer and wild pigs with incredible 
speed and efficiency, but are harm ­ 
less to man, “so long as they are not 
cornered,” the explorers said. 
World Disbelieves 
T h e Griswold-Harkness expedi­ 
tion knew the world would refuse to 
believe them, though the existence 
of these brutes has been known 
since 1919. and though the present 
King Leopold of Belgium captured 
and took one to Europe in 1931. The 
canny American scientists pitted 
20th century human intelligence 


against the intelligence of Saurians, 
whose ancestors date back at least 
five millions years—and 20th cen­ 
tury intelligence won. 
The two set out from New York 
last September, seeking knowledge 
and adventure. They obtained per­ 
mission from the Dutch government 
to capture four dragons for United 
States zoos if they would capture a 
similar number for the Dutch Co­ 
lonial zoo at Soebawa, Dutch East 
Indies. 
Arabian Dream 
Their adventures read like a chap­ 
ter from a fantastic Arabian nights 
dream. They arrived at Komodo 
with six Dutch Colonial porters. 
They camped near the murderers’ 
■ village and. because they were well- 
armed and able to defend them- 
; selves, were unmolested. 
They began to study their dragon 
friends of the neighboring hills. 
These dragons attain a length of 
about sixteen feet. 
They w e i g h 
about 250 pounds and are for all the 
world, Griswold explained, like the 
pictures of pre-historic Dinosaurs. 
Dragon Ate Deer 
On one occasion Harkness and 
Griswold stood concealed at a water 
hole and saw a startled deer edge 
down to drink. As it crouched at 
the water there was movement in 
the nearby palms. The deer started 
out, fleeing like the wind. But be- 
; hind it, running on credibly swift 
hind legs and bounding along like 
a kangaroo, came a dragon. In an 
! instant it had over taken the fleeing 
ideer, torn its throat out and was 
[ dragging the still struggling carcass 
away to its den in the caves. 
Were the dragons dangerous to 
men? 
,, 
j 
No, Harkness replied, not unless 
cornered. 
“And we were far too prudent to 
corner one. We alwTays gave them 
30 feet of leeway to escape when we 
i were studying their habits.” 
Their greatest ambition is to raise 
young dragons in captivity and to 
train them as pets.
